It is not necessary to send 
millions of Canadians to United States in order to induce a 
demand for Canadian goods, for the very obvious reason that 
the consumers of United States are already using in immense 
quantities the very class of goods which Canada has to sell. 
The habit of using the goods—which means the demand—is 
already there. ‘The barrier is the tariff, Take it down. 


QUESTION OF EXCLUSION 
A PURELY DOMESTIC ISSUE. 

The true purpose of the British Empire is the promotion 
and protection of the welfare of the nations of which it is 
constituted and which are combined for mutual help. Any 
rights claimed by any individual: citizens or any dominion 
which conflict with this idea are incompatible with the original 
purpose of the British Empire., 

When the Hindus, upon the Pacific Coast, seek entry 
upon the ground that it is a right to which they are entitled 
as British subjects, they seek to set astde the underlying prin- 
ciple that Canada, as a nation within a coalition of nations, 
has a perfect right to order her own internal affairs as she 
sees fil, and, should she decide that it is not in the interests of 
this dominion that an Oriental peasantry should be super- 
imposed upon a distinctively western civilization, such as that 
of British Columbia, then Canada has the moral right to pre- 
vent such a consummation, 

Canada for the Canadians and India for the Indians, each 
exercising whatever discrimination it may choose in the matter 
of the selecton of its immigration. — If the laws of the dominion 
or of the empire do not permit this, then the laws require 
fixing,

TODAY IN DOMINION HISTORY 


On; this date !n 1867, the new 
Dominion House of Commons took up 
for consideration the vastly important 
project of the purchase and annexation 
of “those British possessions in North 
America which are under the license 
of the Hudson's Bay company, or over 
which {it possesses a license of trade.” 
The matter was introduced in a series 
of resolutions by the Hon. Willlam Mc- 
Dougall, in which he declared that the 
future welfare of the new Dominion 
made it necessary that its boundaries 
should be extended westward to the 
Pacific; that the settlement. of the 
mineral resources, and the extension 
of trade were alike dependent upon a 
stable form of government and that 
this could be best secured and the 
welfare of the sparse population could 
be promoted, by the extension of Cana- 
dian government and institutions over 
the whole region, In the discussions 
of.the subject there was little mention 
of the agricultural possibilittes of the 
western country, and those who con- 
sidered that such possibilities existed 
were looked upon as vislonary dream- 
ers. The result of the deliberations of 
the house was that Mr. McDougall and 
Sir George Cartier were dispatched to 
England to take up the matter with 
representatives of the home govern- 
ment and the company. In 1869 the 
deal was completed, and the principal 
part of the company’s territories were 
transferred to the Dominion” for a 
consideration of 800,000 pounds and 
certain privileges, including the reten- 
tlon by the company of its historic 
trading posts. The purchase of so 
vast and rich a territory for so small 
a sum must rank in history with the 
bargain secured by the Dutch . when 
they bought Manhattan island for $24 
worth of trinkets. Yet at the time 
there were people who loudly declared 
that the Dominion government had 
permitted itself to be cheated.

Hartford Convention “Traitors” ; 
to be Honored as Pure Patriots 


— 


It has been well said that the trait- 
ors an¢ rebels of one generation often 
become the heroes and patriots of the 
next. The truth of this statement 
will be demonstrated in the “Wooden 
Nutmeg State’ one year from today, 
December 15, 1914, when the centenary 
of the opening of the Hartford con- 
vention will be celebrated in the Con- 
necticut capital. The members of this 


ceonvention, although men of the high- 


est standing, were bitterly denuunred 
by many of thelr contemporaries 4a 
traitors, rebels, plotters against the re- 
public, and conspirators who sought 
the overthrow of democracy and the 
establic,iment of a monarchy, In the 
Nght of history, the supposed unpat- 
rietic conclave has become an ussem- 
blage of pure patriots, who may have 
been mistaken in some of thelr as- 
sumptions, but who were undoubtedly 
animated by love of country and the 
spirit of freedom. 

From the first the second war be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain was distasteful to a majority 
of the people of New england, who 
regarded {t' as unnecessary end im- 
politic, and who had guffered from it 
immense losses in the destruction of 
thelr fisherles and commerce. They 
regarded the war as a partisan mea- 
sure of the democrats, and as federal- 
ists they earnestly, opposed it. Early 
in 1814 the Massachusets legislature 
made a report in which it was alleged 
that the constitution of thy United 
States had been violated by the fed- 
ere) goyernmegt, and that still worse 
measures were likely to follow. It was 
charged that the defence cf the New 
England coast had been neglected by 
the government. In the following 
October a committee of the Massachu- 
setts legislature, of which Harrison 
Gray Otis was chairman, reported that 
nou tternative was left but submission 
to Great Britain, which was not to be 
thought of, or the appropriation to her 
own defence of those revenues de- 
rived from her people which the fed- 
eral government had hitherto thought 
proper to expend els where. The com- 
mittee also recommended a convention 
of the New England states “to devise 
means of security and defex.ce which 
may be consistent with the preserva- 
tion of thelr resources from total ruin, 
and adapted to their local situation 
and mutual relations and habits, and 
not repugnant to their obligations as 
members of the Union.” 

Some of the most distinguished New 
Englandess assembled at Hartford on 
December 15, 1814, in response to the 
eal. George Cabot, president of the 
convention, as a descendant of one of 
the discoverers of the American con- 
tinent. Other delegates included Har- 
rison Gray Otis, Timothy — Bigelow, 
Chauncey Goodrich, Nathaniel Smith, 
Stephen Longfellow and other cele- 
brities of the time.

Birthday of Gustave Eiffel, 
Who Built the Famous Tower 
Gustave Eiffel, the celebrated French 
engineer who designed the tower for 
the Paris exposition, the highest struc- 
ture in the world, was born in Dijon, 
France, 81 years ago today. Of late 
years he hag devoted: most of his time 
to. study of? the problems connected 
with aerial navigation, and a_ few 
months ago the Smithsonlan Institu- 


tlon recognized the worth of his’ ef- 
forts in this direction’ by conferring 
upon him a Langley medal “for his 
resources relating to the resistance of 
the air in connection with aviation.” 

The designer of the Eiffel tower 
studied engineering at the Paris Cen- 
trai School of Arts and Manufactures. | 
lle was only 26 when he designed the 
Sreat fron bridge over the Garonne at 
3ordeaux. In the carrying out of this } 
contract the compressed alr method | 
of sinking foundation cylinders was | 
used for the first time in any import- | 
ant project. Eiffel’s success with these 
caissons worked a revoiuilon in build- | 
ing, and made him famous among engl- 
neers and architects the world over. 
Later he built the Garabit viaduct, the 
framework for Dartholdi’s Statue of 
Liberty, the grand vestibule and prin- 
cipal facade of the Parlg Exposition 
of 1878, and other works in which he 
manifested remarkable, engineering 
skill. 

It was the huge framework of the 
Liberty statue that gave Elffel the 
germ of the idea which he worked out 
in the gigantle iron tower on the 
Cham-de-Mars in Paris which was 
hailed as one of the great wonders 
of the modern world, and which made 
his name «a household word among 
the peopie of all classes in all the 
civilized nations, Ever since Rabel 
mankind has aspired to climb or fly 
upward, and the Hiffel tower made an 
appeal to the imagination that was 
universal, A quarter of a century 
ago, when the tower was in process of 
construction, the name of Biffel was on 
everybodys lips. 

The tower was built in 1887 and was 
one of the features of the Parls ex- 
position of 1889, The work was com- 
menced in 1887 and was rushed to! 
.completion within: the specified time. 
The structure, which rises to the 
height of 1,000 feet, was built of iron 
lattice work, and 7,300 tons of metal 
were used In its construction.
